Foreign investors are flocking to Malaysia, attracted by a 
buoyant economy and more liberal investment climate, not 
to mention a growing return on investment. 


The Malaysian Industrial 
De elopment Authority 
has approved investment 
of 18.3 billion ringgit 
(US$6.8 billion) in the 
manufacturing sector for 
the first half of this year. a 
sum already surpassing 
the 1989 total of 12.1 bil- 
lion ringgit. Although 
13.2 billion ringgit of this 
derived from foreign

sources, 7.1 billion came 
from domestic investors, 
a vast improvement over 
previous years and indic- 
ative of the growing eco- 
nomic muscle of Malay- 
sia’s homegrown industry 
and finance. Another 21.4 
billion ringgit worth of in- 
vestment projects is cur- 
rently under consider- 
ation and expected to be 
approved by the end of 
the year. 

Underlying this invest- 
ment boom is the relax- 
ation of investment laws, 
specifically the Promo- 
tion of Investments Act 
of 1986, which offers tax 
holidays of five to 10 
years, research and devel- 
opment incentives and an 
export credit refinancing 
scheme. 

“We will continue to 
have the same positive at- 


titudes toward foreign in- 
vesiors.” says Rafidah 
Aziz, Malaysia’s minister 
of trade and industry. 
“We will continue to do 
our utmost to make Ma- 
laysia a very attractive in- 
vesumeat location in this 
region. And we would not 
do so mayne to jeopardize 
ery significant flow 
of pry ate invesument into 
this country by having 
any policies that are detri- 
mental to the interests of 
investors and detrimental 
to Malaysia’s standing as 
a profitable location for 
investment.” 

Although in the past 
there has been much bal- 
lyhoo over the effect of 
the government's 20-year 
New Economic Policy — 
which is set to expire at 
the end of 1990 and origi- 
nally limited foreign own- 
ership — the fact remains 
that firms exporting 80 
percent or more of pro- 
duction can be 100-per- 
cent foreign-owned. “I 
would like to assure [in- 
vestors] that the New 
Economic Policy of the 
country will not negative- 
ly affect investments,” 
says Mr. Rafidah. 

Both foreign and local 
firms are finding that Ma- 
laysia offers a substantial 
retum on investment. Ac- 
cording to a recent U.S. 
Department of Com- 


merce Malaysia 
now offers the second- 
highest rewimn on invest- 
ment in Asia. Data show 
that for every dollar in- 
vested in Malaysia in 
1988, U.S. investors got 
35 cents in return — far 
ahead of returns in Japan, 
Taiwan, South Korea and 
Hong Kong. and only 
slightly behind Singapore. 

U.S. firms poured 320 
million ringgit into Ma- 
laysia in 1989. But Ameri- 
can investment is now be- 
ing, outstripped by funds 
from casb-rich Asian 
countries.
